When the Louisville-Jefferson County planning and 
Zoning Commission was effected, The Jeffersonian pointed 
out that the county had no boni-fide representation. Mem- 
bers of the commission were men, able men, whose principal 
interest was the city of Louisville although many of them 
held residence in the county. 

There is today no real dirt farmer on the commission. 
There is no member whose business interests lie entirely in 
the county. The lack of such membership, rightly or wrong- 
ly, caused the majority of 
county residents to view the 
commission with suspicion.

It has conducted num- 
erous public hearings and 
some cases made adjustments as 
a result of such hearings. But 
county residents are not in har- 
mony with a group that is wholly 



city-conscious and who disperse 
favors toward the county as a 
kind of bonus for their patience 
with certain aspects of the com- 
mission. 

intagonlsm to the com- 
mission has so far been mild 
enough that wise adjustments 
might still over a period of time 
persuade county residents of the 
practicability of a joint planning 
and zoning body, but the present 
authorities have shown no dis- 
to make these adjust- 
ments. A short time ago when

This is an election year and 
many exhibitions of political 
shadow boxing will be perform- 
ed against a back drop of the 
planning - zoning commission.

Meanwhile there is also com- 
fort in the fact that no radical 
decisions will likely be made by 
the commission under present 
conditions.

THE YEAR AUNT JENNY... 

Ever since man became real 
ibly civilized, he has used si 
permanent method of tel 
time. The Ancient Egyptians 
worked out astronomy pretty 
curately, especially well when 
you remember they did not have 
any telescope. Many ancient na- 
tions had what seems to us a 
clumsy way of telling time. The 
Olympiads of ancient Greece i 
quite confusing, about as cc 
fusing as it would be for us 
measure time here by naming the 
President and even the year of 
his term. The Romans hud a still 
clumsier method, that of naming 
wo ruling consuls of the 
Not until dates began 
;d as before or after Christ 
B have a method that offers 
of confusion. Any- 
has tried to check back 
mediaeval dates will find 
this system pretty confusing, par- 
ticularly when ho gets to the time 
when the Gregorian Calendar 
was adopted, when some adjust- 
ments of days had to be made. 
~!5ndT that reminds me of thc 
way things used to be dated at 
Fidelity and elsewhere. To say 
1885 or 1891 smacked of some- 
thing cold and learned-sounding. 
How much better arid more per- 
sonal it was to say that something 
happened the "year Aunt Jenny 
died," or the "year of the big 
flood," or the "year the locusts 
Locally and for a 
brief time that was great, almost 
as great as to say in the con- 
sulship of Aulius and Publius. 
Of course, people at the time 
would remember, but poor schol- 
ars ages away, if it became neces- 
sary to probe into that year, 
would have a hard time deter- 
mining just when any event took 
place. 

Often this indefinite though 
personal way of telling time had 
a series of checks, however. The 
year Aunt Jenny died might have 
been the one when Bud was born, 
and Bud is now thirty-flve. A

quake, though I doubt whether 
my birth was attended by any 
unusual phenomenon. 

In a little village far from Fi- 
delity where I taught when I 
was still not old enough to vote 
there lived a man who in more 
favored times would have been 
valuable as a statistician. He had 
only the most meager education, 
probably only enough to spell out 
terns in the county paper and 
to read haltingly in the Bible. 
But he had a phenomenonal 
memory for dates, whether they 
were important or not. On your 
birthday, even though you may 
L ve been a newcomer in the 
ighborhood, you were likely to 
be greeted by this quaint old 
bachelor with best wishes for 
many happy returns of the day. 
How he found out everything and 
then remembered was his secret, 
but his startling memory made 
many of us wonder what could 
be done with our minds, either 
for good or for ill, if we could 
imitate Mr. Morris. 

All of this, of course, ties back 
into the remotest past, when 
records were unknown, but when 
: people held in their minds 
significant facts and the lit- 
erary treasures of the race. Some 
people I have known could quote 
accurately thousands of verses of 
Scripture, even though they had 
had less than an eighth-grade 
education. With all of our mod- 
sophistication, we are n 
minded often of times when k 
norant people knew much i 
than we now do.

Go Easy On Gas' 
Is Still Watchword 

Even though the value of "A" 
gasoline coupons will be raised 
to six gallons each, effective June 
22, and the "B" ceilings were 
raised to 650 miles per month 
uniformly over the country on 
June 11, it will still be necessary 
for motorists to exercise care in 
the use of gasoline, Geo. W. 
Crenshaw, OPA District Ration- 
ing Executive, said today. 

'e are happy, of course, to 
be able to increase the 'A' ration 
from four to six gallons per cou- 
pon, or the equivalent of 15 miles 
more per week, and to allow oc- 
cupational drivers with 'B' Ra- 
tions who can show need an in- 
crease in their monthly mileage," 
the rationing official stated, "but 
this does not mean that there is 
gasoline to waste. Victory in Eu- 
rope, together with the amazing 
performance of the petroleum in- 
dustry, has made these increases 
possible at this time.
